NOTIFICATION 
New Delhi, the 5th July 1967 

S-R.O. 17-E. —In exercise of the powers conferred by section 184 of the Navy 
Act, 1957 (62 of 1957), the Central Government hereby makes the following regula¬ 
tions further to amend the Naval Ceremonial. Conditions of S"rvlce and Miscel¬ 
laneous Regulations, 1964, published with the notification of the Government of 
India in the Ministry of Defence No. S.R.O- 22E, dated the 19th February, 1964, 
namely:— 

1. These regulations may be called the Naval Ceremonial, Conditions of Service 
and Miscellaneous (Fourth Amendment) Regulations, 1967- 

2- In the Naval Ceremonial, Conditions of Service and Miscellaneous Regula 
tions, 1964-— 

(1) in sub-regulation (3) of regulation 6, in line 3, for the word ‘sore’ the 
word ‘fore’ shall be substituted. 

(2) for the heading of regulation 9, the following heading shall be substituted, 
namely:— 

‘Sovereigns or Heads of States’- 

(3) in sub-regulation (2) of regulation 9, for the heading, the heading ‘Met 
with at Sea’ shall be substituted. 

(4) in regulation 19. In the Table of Salutes— 

(i) against item VII, in column 2. in line 7, for the word ‘ablove', the word 
‘above’ shall be substituted.

matics- Physics and Chemistry as his optional subjects, or 

(vi) any other examination which may be recognised by the Government

(b) in sub-regulation (12), in the proviso, for the words "from the due data 

on obtaining the requisite certificate’’, the words "on obtaining the re¬ 
quisite certificate with seniority of date of promotion to Acting 
Lieutenant ’’ shall be substituted. 


(24) in sub-regulation (3) of regulation 125,— 

(a) in clause (e), for the word, brackets and figure “regulation (8)”, the 

word, brackets and figure “sub-regulation (6)’’ shall be substituted;

“Explanation. —Officers who are unable to obtain the certificate of com¬ 
petency owing to the exigencies of service may be granted the 
acting rank of Lieutenant at the discretion of the Chief of the Naval 
Staff from the date on which they otherwise become due for pro¬ 
motion to the rank of Lieutenant in relaxation of the provisions of 
sub-clause (i) of clause (d).

(27) for regulation 145, the following regulation shall be substituted, namely:— 

“145. Tenure of appointments— The normal tenure of office of the Chief of 
the Naval Staff shall be three years or upto the prescribed age of 
comoulsorv retirement whichever Is earlier. Tenure of service in the 
substantive rank of Rear Admiral shall normally be three years 
extendible by a second tenure or extensions thereof in all not exceed¬ 
ing three vears. There shall be no fixed tenure of service for officers 
of the rank of Captain and below,’’

(29) In regulations 156, 159, 162 and 165, under clause (a), the existing para 
graph shall be renumbered as sub-clause (i) and after sub-clause (1) as so re¬ 
numbered the following sub-clauses shall be inserted, namely:— 

"(ii) An Acting Sub Lieutenant who on completion of one year’s service as 
such is not recommended for confirmation in his rank for reasons of 
failure in the professional courses on re-examination or for mis¬ 
conduct, shall be given the option of discharge from the service 
under the provisions of the existing rules in respect of subordinate 
officers of the Indian Navy withdrawn from training or of reversion 
to the lower deck. In the event of reversion, he shall revert to the 
Chief Petty Officer’s rating unless his reversion is due to miscon¬ 
duct not meriting discharge from service in which case he is to re¬ 
vert to his former rating. 

(ill) The time served as Acting Sub Lieutenant, shall, if the officer is not 
confirmed, count as Chief Petty Officer’s time unless failure to obtain 
confirmation is due to misconduct not meriting discharge from service 
in which case the time served in the acting capacity shall count as 
time in the rating held prior to appointment as Acting Sub-Lieutenant " 

(20) in regulations 156, 159 and 162 for “Explanation 1", the following Explana¬ 
tion shall be substituted, namely:— 

“Explanation 1.—The period mentioned in clause (b) above may be reduced 
or increased depending upon the results achieved in the professional 
courses. The maximum ‘gain In time’ for the purpose of calculating 
seniority as a Lieutenant shall be twelve months.” 

(31) In regulation 105, for the Explanation, the following Explanation shall be 
substituted, namely:— 

Explanation. —The period mentioned in clause (b) above may be reduced 
or Increased depending upon the results achieved in the professional 
courses. The maximum ‘gain in time’ for the purpose of calculating 
seniority as a Lieutenant, shall be twelve months.” 

(32) for sub-regulation (1) of regulation 166, the following sub-regulation shall 
be substituted, namely:— 

“(1) All entries after the 1st February, 1963, into the Instructor Branch 
shall be in the rank of Acting Instructor Sub-Lieutenant ”

beginning, the words “Acting Instructor Sub-Lieutenant”, shall be 
substituted;

(c) after the words “period of probation” the words "in the rank of Sub- 

Lieutenant’’ shall be Inserted; 

(d) for the words “Commissioned Instructor Officers”, occurring for the 

second time the words “Instructor Sub-Lieutenants” shall be sub¬ 
stituted. 

(e) in clauses (a) and (b) for the words "Commissioned Instructor Officer", 

the words "Instructor Sub-Lieutenant” shall be substituted. 

(34) for regulation 168. the following regulation shall be substituted, namely;— 

“168. Promotion from Instructor Sub-Lieutenant to Instructor Lieutenant — 
Subject to the provisions ol sub-regulation (1) of regulation 167. pro¬ 
motion shall be made by time scale on completion of 3 years’ service 
as Instructor Sub-Lieutenant (acting and confirmed)”.

(36) in regulation 179— 

(a) In sub-regulation (2), the following words occurring In the last sentence

Explanation .—The ages of compulsory retirement of officers who eniered 
service prior to 1st February, 1963, including those promoted ex-Branch 
List, shall be as given below:

(ill) The ages of retirement of ex-Branch List officers of the rank of 
Instructor Commander and below shall be extendible to 55 years 
at the discretion of the Ministry of Defence ’’
